Chicago held one of the greatest 
town meetings in its history yesterday 
afternoon.

RESIGNATION; 
COOLIDGE’S REPLY 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 10.—Secre- 
tary Hughes’ letter of resignation and 
President Coolidge’s reply follow: 

“My Dear Mr. President: 

“The period of service which was in 
contemplation when I took office is 
now drawing to a close, and, in accord- 
ance with the intention I have hereto- 
fore expressed, I beg leave to tender 
my resignation as secretary of state, 
to take effect on March 4, 1925. 

“It will then be twenty years since 
I undertook public work in New York, 
and during that time, with the excep- 
tion of a little more than two years 
after the armistice, I have been en- 
gaged almost continuously in the dis- 
charge of public duties. 

“I feel that I must now ask to be re- 
lieved of official responsibility and te te 
permitted to return to private life. As 
foreign affairs are perennial, I know of 
no more appropriate time to do this 
than at the end of the present admin- 
istration. 

“Permit me again to express my 
deep appreciation of the confidence you 
have reposed in me and of the privilege 
of serving under your leadership. I 
shall have an abiding memory of your 
unfailing kindness. 

“ Assuring you of my earnest sup- 
port of your administration and of my 
hope that, although out of office, I may 
still be able to be of service, I am, my 
dear Mr. President, with highest 
esteem, Faithfully yours, 

“ CHARLES E. HuUGHEs.”

Washington, D. C., Jan. 10.—[{Spe 
cial.}—Secretary of State Hughes has 
resigned his portfolio, the resignation 
to take effect March 4, next. 
He will be succeeded in office by 
Frank B. Kellogg of Minnesota, now 


American ambassador to Great Britain. 


The announcement was made at the 
White House late this afternoon in the 
following official statement. 

“It was announced at the White 
House that Secretary of State Hughes 
would retire from the cabinet on the 
fourth of March, in accordance with a 
long cherished plan of his, and that 
his place would be taken by Ambas- 
sador Kellogg, who is now the Amer 
ican ambassador at London.” 

Capital Is Surprised. 

The announcement took Washing- 
ton completely by surprise. There has 
been no evidence of any disagreement 
or friction between Mr. Coolidge and 
Mr. Hughes and no indication that the 
secretary contemplated retiring, his 
friends and members of the diplomatic 
corps understanding that he would re 
main at his post a couple of years 
Jonger at least.

LONDON NOT SURPRISED. 


LONDON, Jan. 10.—{By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—The appointment of Am- 
bassador Frank B. Kellogg to a cabinet 
post at Washington causes no surprise 
in London, where for weeks the papers 
have published rumors that he was to 
be given a place in the home govern- 
ment. Similar rumors that Charles E. 
Hughes would resign also have been 
afloat. 

In diplomatic circles Mr. Kellogg has 
been considered a very able ambassa- 
dor. It is generally known he worked 


Mr. Kellogg was born in Potsdam, 
N. Y., Dec. 22, 1856; and when 9 years 
old came with his father to a farm in 
Olmsted county, Minn., where he 
worked on the farm and studied by 
night. He attended rural school and 
later the grade school at Elgin, Minn. 

His early ambition was to be a law- 

yer, and whefi he was 19 years old he 
left the farm and began the study of 
law in Rochester, Minn., receiving his 
early instruction in the law offices of 
H. E. Eckholdt and R. A. Jones. He 
was admitted to the bar in 1877 and 
began to practice immediately. 
His story of his first case is interest- 
ing. ‘“‘ For my first case,” he said, “I 
was to receive $6 in cash and a ride to 
and from the justice court. 


Suit About a Horse. 


“The suit was over the ownership of 
a horse and the owner of the horse was 
my client. I rode with him to court, 
won the case, and collected $3 of my 
fee, but on the return trip the horse 
dropped dead, and I had to walk the 
remaining twelve miles.” 

Kellogg's ability quickly was recog: 
nized and he was elected city attor- 
ney of Rochester. He served in the 
office three years and then five years as 
Olmsted county attorney. 

He gained recognition outside his 
home county when he accepted and 
won a much rejected lawsuit, entitled 
“The Towns of Plainview and Elgin 
vs. Winona and St. Peter Railway Com- 
pany,”’ which he fought up to the 
United States Supreme court and won. 


Partner of Senator. 


He was invited to associate in the 
practice of law in St. Paul with the 
late United States Senator Cushman 
K. Davis and Cordehio A. Séverance, 
and when Davis went to the senate 
Kellogg succeeded him as active head 
of the firm. | 

At yarious times Kellogg served as 
general counsel for United States Steel 
corporation and as counsel for several

He attained national recognition as 
attorney for the Hill interests in the 
Northern Securities case, and subse- 
quently was called upon by President 
Roosevelt and Attorney General Knox

He served as 
special attorney general for the United 
States in the investigation of the 
Standard Oil company, and his conduct 
of the case which developed led to an 
ultimate victory for the government.

SEWAGE PERIL 


Great Rally Appeals to 


Congress, Too. 
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HE following resolution embraces 
the action of the council chamber 
massmeeting yesterday in the 
sewage disposal crisis and carries 

a complete history of the controversy 
to date. It was presented by Charlies 
H. Wacker of the Chicago Plan com- 
mission, seconded by the representa- 
tives of several leading civic associa- 
tions, and was adopted unanimously. 
The resolution, which had been pre 
pared by Attorney George F. Barrett 
and the drainage trustees, is as fol- 
lows: 

“ Whereas, Between the years 1800 
and 1827 it was the firm belief of lead- 


district, said he remembered the days 
when the Chicago river caught fire 
and chickens walked across the river, 
and the drinking water had to be 
strained for worms. To meet this sit- 
tation Chicago turned a river around 
and made it flow backwards, one of 


the great engineering feats of the 
world. With what has been spent and 
what is planned, he said, the total] by 
1945 will be $256,000,000.

I CITY IS AT CRISIS : 


George F. Barrett, special counsel 
for the district, said that Chicago was 
at a crisis in affairs of sewage and 
water supply. 

“In order that the sanitary district 
protect the water supply,” he said, “ it 
is required to have in the main ani 
connecting channels a flow of water of 
sufficient size at all tithe to keep the 
sewage from flowing into the lake. 
Ten thousand feet a second is neces- 
sary in dry weather. If only 4,167 
is flowing to Lockport and a storm 
and flood comes, we cannot maintain 
the outflow to prevent the sewage wa 
ter from backing into the lake It 
takes from twenty-four to thirty hours 
to increase the outflow from 4,167 to 
10,000. Imagine 6,000 feet a second 
of sewage water flowing into the lake. 
In two days the water would ‘be unfit 
to drink. Every bathing beach on the 
great lakes would be affected.” 

Mr. Barrett made a plea for sinking 
of all partisanship and recrimination 
in this crisis. He said that plans had 
been made to spend every dollar per- 
mitted under the law and that the 
Tilinois legislature would be appealed 
to at this session to help Chicago in 
her hour of need. 

Paul H. Norcross, Atlanta, Ga., sec- 
retary of the engineering board of 
review, vouched for the independent 
truth found in that report. 

“The health of your city is jeopar- 
dized,” he said. “You must apply for 
relief with the feeling that right is on 
your side.”

Protection Always Problem. 


“ Whereas, Since the organization of 
the city of Chicago one of its greatest 
rroblems has been the protection of 
this water supply from contamination 
by sewage; and, 

“ Whereas, The Illinois and Michigan 
canal, from 1848 until 1900, and the 
sanitary channel, from 1900 down to 
the present time, have contiuously 
been used by all of the people of the 
| United States for commercial purposes 
and by the people of the city of Chi- 
cago and adjacent territory for the 
purpose of diverting the sewage of 
Chicago and its environs from our 
water supply; and, 

“ Whereas. Notwithstanding the ex 
penditure of about $5,000,000 by the 
people of Chicago, the I[linois and 
Michigan canal, though operated to its 
capacity, was so inadequate for the 
protection of Chicago’s water supply 
that typhoid fever was epidemic, and 
the death rate therefrom reached the 
appalling figure of 174 per 100,000 peo- 
ple annually. 

Typhoid Prevalent. 

“Whereas, Epidemics of typhoid fe- 
ver spreading from Chicago throughout 
the entire country compelled Chicago 


problem in a maner which would there- 
after prevent typhoid epidemics; and, 
“ Whereas, The drainage and water 
supply commission of Chicago, com- 
posed of engineers of worldwide repu- 
tation, working in conjunction with a 
legislative joint committee and the 
health departments of Chicago and II- 
linois, recommended the construction 
of our present sanitary channel for 
the purpoes. of. protecting Chicago's 
water supply and the disposal of its 
sewage by dilution, which was then 
the only satisfactory method for han- 
dling sewage of large communities;

JAPAN’S ENVOYS 
TOLD TO FIGHT

LONDON, Jan. 10.—It is learned in 
London that Japanese representatives 
abroad have been instructed shortly to 
place before the governments to which 
they are accredited Tokio’s view on the 
proposed disarmament conference. 

The Japanese government is opposed 
to a conference because any disarm- 
ament arrangements which it might 
arrive at would be prejudicial to Japan, 
which has two potential enemies, the 
United States and Russia. 

Russia is not likely to become a 
member of the league of nations or 
consent to any disarmament agree- 
ment for many years to come, and the 
United States also is not likely to join 
the league. Japan, therefore, believes 
it would be madness for it to agree to 
disarm on terms which might be suit- 
able fc for the European powers.

By mounting this 
mysterious charger and turning a 
wooden plug the horse instantly was 
transformed from an inanimate object 
to a neighing, prancing winged Pega- 
sus that carried its rider wherever he 
expressed the wish to go. 


Fact Outdoes Fancy. 


That story originated {mn the brain 
of a Persian writer long centuries ago. 
His name is unknown to us. But who- 
ever he was and whether he was 
versed in the mysteries of the al- 
chemy, astrology, and black magic of 
the east and read the.future through a 
crystal glass or not, like Jules Verne, 
his wildest dream has come true. His 
magic horse has been reproduced even 
to the self-starter corresponding to the 
wooden plug in the shoulder of that 
mythical flying steed. 

After their morning fligh 
“rachi across the nightmare 
of southern Baluchistan to Persia 
the flyers only stopped in Chabar long 
enough to take on a fresh supply of 
fuel. The English consul, who had 
congemted to act as agent for the 
American airmen at this remote port 
on the Gulf of Oman, had arranged a 
supply of gas and oil for them in a 
tent, right out on the landing field, 
and had also hired a gang of coolies to 
help refuel.

~°“ Away off to the north in the shan 
tion of Kirman and Seistan, where 
nomad tribesmen weave Persia’s most 
exquisite rugs, a desert mirage fol- 
lowed us most of the way to Bandar 
Abbas. It was the first time that I 
had ever seen a mirage. Instead of 
resembling water it looked more like 
a lake of quicksilver to me. When I 
half closed my eyes I could imagine I 
was seeing almost anything from palm 
trees and camel caravans to ships at 


sea or the minarets of an oriental city: 


750 Miles in One Day. 

“It was 630 on the afternoon of 
July 7 when we arrived over the land- 
ing field at Bandar Abbas. We had 
started at 6:30 in the morning, and 


with the exception of two hours we 
had spent refueling at Chabar we had 
fiown continuously. We had traveled 
a distance of approximately 750 miles, 
all the way from Karachi, India, across 
Baluchistan, and nearly half way 
across Persia. This is the land of the 
camel caravan, and to cover that game 
distance by caravan would take over a 
month! We had made it in just ten 
hours. 

“ Although not a large city, Bandar 
Abbas, with the exception of Bushire, 
is the chief port of Persia. It is situ- 


ated on the Strait of Ormuz, which 
connects the Gulf of Oman with the 
Persian gulf. The principal inland city 
which it serves is Kirman. Caravans 
laden with carpets, grain, tobacco, and 
cotten come in to Bandar Abbas every 
day. 

“ The only white people there are the 
few attached to the English and 
French consulates. The former put 
us up for the night in his home eight 
miles from the town, which really 
looked more like a fortress than a 
house, and was surrounded by high 
walls. . 

“We were warned to stay away

“Then to bring it to a full stop you 
had to jump out, run ahead with a 
plank and block the wheels.

The British consul claimed 
that a Persian sorcerer had be 
witched it. 

“That night the few white people in 
Bandar Abbas dined with us at the 
British consulate. The hit of the eve- 
ning was the consul’s little ice ma- 
chine. Sad to relate, it was only big 
enough to make ice for just one round 
@ drinks, and then for the rest of 
the evening everything had to be 
cooled by evaporation, just as it was 
done thousands of years ago. 

“Three of us slept in one house and 
three in another. Ogden, who hap 
pened to be bunking near me, woke 
up in the middle of the night with an 
uncontrollable thirst. He tried to go 
back to sleep, but his throat was too 
parched. So he got up and went prowl- 
ing about in the dark. Finally, in the 
courtyard, he bumped into the wall of 
a well, and in feeling around discov- 
ered a thatch-roofed little structure 
where the earthen jars used in evapor- 
ating the water were kept. The rest 
of that night he spent in this hut, 
sleeping and drinking intermittently. 

Off en Early Start. 

“ At 3320 we were up and on our way 
to the planes. The supply of gasoline 
had been sent here in two gallon tins, 
and when you remember that we had 
to pour between 300 and 400 gallons in 
each plane, you can imagine what a 
long job it was. But we lined up the 
coolies like a fire bucket brigade, and 
got through tn time to get away at 
Then we made a fast flight 
along the Persian gulf to Bushire, ar- 
riving there at 9:30 a. m. 

“Most of the other airmen who 
have passed down this coast, tncluding 
Poulet, the Frenchman who flew from 
Paris to the Dutch East Indies, and 
Ross Smith, Mathews, and Parer, all 
of Engiand to Australia flight fame,

“As we flew on toward Bagdad we 


occasionally saw ridges and bumps in 
the sand, and we tmagined they were 
indications of buried cities of the past. 
We all realized that we were actually 
looking down on what was once the 
most densely populated part of the 
earth. 
Look Down on Babylon. 

“About an hour south of Bagdad 
our maps indicated to us that we were 
directly above the most famous city 
of the ancient world, a city whose 
name has come down through the ages 
for 6,090 years and is still familiar to 
every American school child, the city 
where Nebuchadnezzar carried off 
the Children of Israel into captivity 
and where the prophet Daniel had his 
adventure in the lions’ den shortly 
before he translated the handwriting 
or the wall at Belshazzar’s feast. This 
city that we were iookmg down upon 
was none other than ancient Babylon. 

“Aas we flew along, before my mind's 
eye there came a picture of this me 
tropolis of the early days of human 
civilization, about the time when the 
curtain of history was raised to reveal 
a mighty city fifteen to twenty miles 
square, with hanging gardens and lux- 
urious palaces, with its great pyramid 
forming a lofty pedestal for a forty 
foot golden image of the god Baal, 
with its wall a hundred feet high, the 
wall that was pierced by a hundred 
gates of brass and that was wide 
enotigh for four horse chariots to dash 
along the top. And I couldn't help but 
wonder just how long it will be until 
New York, Chicago, London, Paris, and 
all the other great cities of our day 
will have vanished into the dust just 
as Babylon has done. 

“It was just.550 when we ianded 
on the British aerodrome near Bagdad. 
At last we had reached the city of 
Arabian Nights fame, the home of the 
fltustrious caliph, Haroun-al-Raschid, 
and the home of both Aladdin and of 
Sinbad the Sailor.”

Dr. Norman Bridge, formerly and). 
for many years a prominent physician 
in Chicago and at 
one time  presi- 
dent of the Chi- 
cago board of edu- 
cation, died yes- | 
terday in Los An- 
geles after an ill- 
ness of a few 
days. He had 
just passed his 
eightieth birth- 
day. 

In 1892, im- 
pelled by a tuber- 
cular tendency, he 
gave us his large 
practice here, 
moved to Califor- 

“= —- nia, regained his 
RIDGE. his health, and 
became a wealthy oil developer. He 
was vice president of the Pan-Amer- 
ican Petroleum and Transport com- 
pany. During all these years he re- 
mained a professor emeritus of medi- 
cine of Rush Medical college, where 
he had received his professional edu- 
cation. He retained a large acquaint- 
ance in Chicago and, with Mrs. Bridge, 
was frequently in this city. 


Born in Vermont. 


Dr. Bridge was born in Windsor, 
Vt, Dec. 30, 1844. When he was 12, 
bis family moved to DeKalb, Il. Be- 
tween 1866 and 1867 he attended the 
University of Michigan. He was 
graduated from the Chicago Medical 
college in 1868 and from Rush Medica! 
college in 1878. Until his departure 
for the west he was a member of the 
faculty of the latter school. 

In May, 1874, he married Miss May 
Manford of Chicago. 

ar. Bridge was widely known as a 
medical author, an educator, and a 
philanthropist. 


Large Sums to Charity. 

To will his fortune to charity, as 
he wished, he was forced in 1916 to 
establish a Chicago residence in the 
Drake hotel because of the California 
law which prohibited a testator from 
giving more than a third of his estate 
to benevolent institutions. 

Dr. and Mrs. Bridge asserted that 
since they had no children they wished 
to leave at least two-thirds of their 
estate to charity.

Word of the death of Mrs. Franklin 
Hardinge was received in Chicago yes 
terday. Mrs. Hardinge died on the 
operating table of a New York hospital 
while returning from Paris, where she 
had visited her daughter who is a stu- 
dent at the Sorbonne.

Hardinge was a tnember of the Chicago 
Woman’s club and the Chicago Musi- 
cal club, was president of the auxiliary 
board of the Ravenswood hospital, and 
past president of the Lake View Wom- 
en’s club.

76 Millions Below Cur- 
rent Appropriations. 


Washington, D. C., Jan, 10.—[Spe- 
cial.}—The amount recommended for 
the United States Veterans’ bureau 
during the fiscal year 1926, as con- 
tained in the supply bill for independ- 
ent offices reported to the house today, 
is $405,700,000, which is $76,268,272 
less than current appropriations. In- 
creases are made in only two items, 
one of $44,000,000 for military and 
naval compensation, and another of 
$10,000,000 for military and naval in- 
surance. 

The appropriation will necessitate a 
reduction of at least 1,000 in personnel 
by July 1 next. A net reduction of 
400 employés already has been accom- 
plished. 

How Money Is Divided. 

The cammittee recommends for hos- 
pital and medical service a total of 
$35,000,000, of which $13,583,240 is to 
be allotted to other government hos- 
pitals and contract institutions caring 
for veterans. This latter total is divid- 
ed as follows: Army, $2,636,020; navy, 
$1,496,500; soldiers’ homes, $3,366,550; 
interior department, $567,750; public 
health service, $310,300; fee medical 
service, $894,729.74; fee dental service, 
$170,225.26, and fee contract hospital, 
$3,840,165. 

Other major iterns in the veterans’ 
bureau appropriations are: Salaries 
and expenses, $45,500,000; printing and 
binding, $200,000; military and naval 
compensation, $127,000,000; vocational 
rehablitation, $38)000,000; adjusted 
service pay, $12,000,000; adjusted cer- 
tificate fund, $50,000,000, and military 
and naval insurance, $98,000,000. 

Premium Receipts Fall Off. 

The $10,000,000 increase in the in- 
surance item is necessitated, the re 
port states, because the vremium re- 
ceipts are falling off and the cla.ms 
increasing. 

“The premium receipts for 1924,” 
the report states, “amounted to $13.,- 
598,752.95. The estimated receipts for 
1925 are $12,170,051. There was a bal- 
ance of $10,265,526 from the no-year 
appropriation in 1925. This balance, 
plus the premium receipts and the ap- 
propriation of $88,000,000, amounts to 
$110,435,577.

friends advised me to do my part to 
stop all litigation between us, and I 
have decidei to ask you if the case 
against Mr. Stokes could be indefi- 
nitely postponed or dropped that I 
might have peace.

One of the most impressive facts dis 
closed in the twenty-five pages of 
typed testimony of the Jimmy O’Con- 
} nell-Cosy Dolan case, which was made 


public yesterday by Commissioner Lan- 
dis, was the statement in several in- 
stances by the commissioner that the 
case is not closed. 

In the testimony the former federal 
judge, who now is the boss of organ- © 
ized baseball, made it quite clear in 
his last interview with O'Connell that 
the case always is open for further 
evidence as long as he is alive. This 
condition and the character of the evi- 
dence of Dolan in contrast to that of 
Ross Young, Frank Frisch, and George 
Kelly are the impressive features. 

As was stated at the time of action, 
the testimony of Dolan consisted main- 
ly of the answers “I don’t remember,” 
‘while that of the other three players 
|}named in the confession of O'Connell 
| were emphatic and decisive denials. It 
iwas on such testimony that Landis 
judged Dolan guilty and acquitted 
‘Young, Frisch, and Kelly. The com- 
'missioner figured Dolan's testimony as 
| strong as a confession and judged him 
guilty more because of his own an- 
swers than becatise of the charges 
made by O'Connell. 

Case Not Closed. 

It was in the last hearing granted to 
O’Connell, after he had received the 
notice of his banishment from base 
ball, that the commissioner brought 
out forcibly that the case was not 
closed. O'Connell asked the question 
of the commissioner: “Do you think 
you have gone far enough into this 
thing?” 

“You saw my statement?” replied 
Landis. 

“That it is closed?” answer O’Con- 
nell. 

“No,” from the commissioner. 
“That anything that comes to me will 
be followed to the end, no matter 
where it goes or whom it involves; 
that the only thing that ever closes 
a thing of this kind with me is the 
grave.” 

A few paragraphs further on in 
the testimony the commissioner, still 
talking with O’Connell, stated: “On 
your question as to whether this 
ended, I tell you that it is not ended; 
that if anything happens, if there is 
anything in the world that suggests 
further inquiry, it wil! be followed up; 
that it is never ended———”

Fleetest Runner Displays 
Speed Friday at I. A.C. Meet 


When Paavo Nurmi, the great Fin- 
nish runner, whose sparkling per- 
formances featured the Olympic games 
held last summer, toes the mark at 
the Coliseum on Friday night with Joie 
Ray of the I. A. C. and Willie Ritola 
of Finland, those fortunate enough to 
get into the big building will see the 
greatest foot racer of all times. 

Previous to Nurmi’s scintillating 
running in Paris last summer, Alfred 
Shrubb of Engiand-was generally ree- 
ognized as the greatest runner of all 
time. Joie Ray of the L. A. C. has 
‘Always been considered America’s pre- 
mier middie distance foot racer, 
although some thought Melvin Shep- 
pard, Norman Taber, Johnny Overton,

The present world’s tndoor record 
for one and one-quarter miles is 
5:333-5 and was made in New York 
City by Joie Ray in 1922. When Nurm! 
cracked the three records in New York 
City the track measured eleven laps 
to the mile. The course at the Coll- 
seum will be ten circuits to the mile 
and Nurmi is expected to make much 
faster time.

IGHWAY traffic in the United 

States has increased so rapidly 

in the last few years that some 

of the statistics which have been 
collected seem hardly believable. For 
example, it was announced recently 
that during the summer months a vol- 
ume of traffic amounting to 300,000,- 
000 passenger miles a day was car- 
ried by the highways of the country. 
Inasmuch as the railroads of the 
United States handled a volume of traf- 
fic amounting to 600,000,000 passenger 
miles each year, the importance of 
the highway in national development 
can hardly be overestimated. 

Under the federal aid system which 
has been in existence for a number of 
years, new roads are being built in 
every section of the country which are 
paid for through the codperation of the 
United States bureau of public roads 
with the various state highway de- 
partments. At the present on of 
congress, it is probable that $80,000.- 
000 will be appropriated for federal aid 


states, each state matching the amount 

received from the federal government 

and using i for thé construction of 

roads approved by the United States 

bureau of public roads of which 

Thomas H. MacDonald is the chief.

In every part of the country roads 
are being built and there is hardly a 
state which w not engaged in some 
notable highway project.

Road Building 
Promises Demand 


for Cars in China 


[Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.} 
EXKING, China.—[{Spectal.}—The 
actual number of motor cars now 
in China, according to the latest 
census, is 8,508, in addition to 

which there are also 1,130 trucks and 
buses and 1,100 motorcycles. 

Statistics of the number of cars tm 
ported into China in 1922 and 1923 are 
not obtainable, but the Chinese mari- 
time customs gives the value of the 
imports in these two years at Hk Tis. 
2,297,155 and 2,501,295 respectively, a 
Haikwan tael being equal in value to 
$1.50 approximately. Data for the first 
half year of 1924 are yet unavailable. 

The future prospects of the car trade 
in China entirely depends on the con- 
struction of roads throughout. the 
country. As a movement has been 
started to build good roads in various 
provinces and dependencies, it may be 
safely predicted that a great demand 
for motor vehicles will be created when 
these roads are completed.

Sale of New Road 


Bonds Insures 


taken by the sale of a 
$4,000,000 of the new state high 
bonds. Col. C. R. Miller, director of 
the department of public works and 
builllings, presided at the sale. The 
various state officers were either pres 
ent or represented. 

The bonds were 4 per cent sertal 
bonds, the only difference between 
these bonds and those of the $60,000,- 
000 bond issue being that semi-annual 
interest payments are provided. Six 
groups representing fifty-nine of the 
leading financial institutions of the 
country were represented at the bid- 
ding and public auction bids were 
taken. The bonds were sold to the 
group headed by George B. Gibbons 
& Co., Inc, of New York City, which 
offered the highest price on the forty- 
sixth auction bid. The bonds brought 
the price of $3,902,300, or a rate of 
97.5575. The interest yield on the 
bonds will be approximately 4.23 per 
cent. :

The present sale was necessitated by 
the fact that large sums are due 
highway contractors on work which 
has just recently been completed on 
the state bond issue road system, and 
the. revenues from motor license fees 
heave not as yet been collected in any 
quantity. The successful sale of 
these bonds clears away the last ob 
stacle to the continuation of the vigor- 
ous prosecution of Illinois’ road work 
which has characterized the last four 
years. For three successive years, 
Illinois has broken the world’s record 
for the amount of pavement built by 
any state in any year, reaching a 
climax by completing 1,205 miles dur- 
ing the year just closing. 

The department of public works and 
buildings will now be able to award the 
contracts for some 600 miles of road 
on which bids have been pending, and 


also to close the contract for approx!i- 
mately 4,500,000 barrels of cement on 
which bids were recently received.

The bill- 
board agents pay for preliminary ex- 
amination and pay $50 annual license. 
The cities are authorized to pass local 
ordinances for further regulations not 
in conflict with state regulations. So 
effective is this proving, it is reported 
yery few licenses are being taken out, 
and that billboard men have already 
allowed permits to elapse for some 
3,000 billboards. The right to license 
or tax billboards has been held proper 
because the advertising derives its 
value fra the travel on the roads.

Poultrymen Suffer 
Under Heavy Loss 
by Embargoes 


EAVY losses among poultry pro- 
ducers are resulting from the 
embargoes that have been placed 
against the shipment of live 

poultry from the middle west into big 
market centers. Innocent bystanders 
in the poultry business have suffered 
almost as much as those in the areas 
where the disease has been found. The 
market for both dressed and live poul- 
try is demoralized. Poultrymen who 
had healthy birds in their coops in 
fine condition for the Christmas trade 
lost thousands of dollars, and in some 
cases producers have been forced out 
of business since the Canadian flu out- 
break. 

The wide sweeping embargoes barred 
the receiving of poultry from the Da- 
kotas to Oklahoma. Reports indicate 
that there are few or no diseased flocks 
in some of the midwestern states. The 
disease has apparently been found 
more prevalent in northern Iowa than 
in any of the other states, judging 
from the reports that reach Chicago. 


Buying Shuts Down. 


Many of the markets at local load- 
ing points have practically stopped the 
buying of poultry from farmers. Buy- 
ers at Sioux City, Ia., and various 
points in the midwest have shut down 
on the buying of live poultry from the 
local flock owners. 

A report from THe TRIBUNE’sS cor- 
respondent at Cherokee, Ia., says the 
movement of poultry, live or dressed, 
from northwestern Iowa to Chicago 
will probably be negligible for, the 
remainder of the season. The poultry 
disease has appeared in epidemic form. 
Many coops of affected birds have 
sbeen received by wholesale buyers. 
(The disease has not been diagnosed 
jin that part of Iowa, but guesses as 
to its nature range from fiu to ne 
crotic enteritis, says the report, giv- 
ing the symptoms of the infected birds 
as weakness, lassitude, and loss of 
flesh. Respiratory organs appear to be 
affected and the diseased birds give 


off an offensive odor. At Cherokee 
the malady is regarded as necessarily 
fataL 


Iowa Denies Epidemic. 


A report from the lowa State college 
claims that there is no poultry epi- 
demic in that state. The belief that 
the enormous loss of poultry through 
death during shipment is the result 
of some new, highly contageous dis- 
ease, is erroneous, according to H. 
A. Bittenbender, chief in poultry hus- 
batidry at Ames. He adds that, al- 
though losses have been so heavy as 
to substantiate such a conclusion, the 


fact is that chickens generally are in 


a state of low vitality this y & cue 


to unfavorable weather condit and 
scant feeding. In their con- 
dition fowls are unable to resist colds 
and other ordinary infections, and die 
in large numbers during shipment. 
According to Mr. Bittenbender, over- 
crowding in poultry houses is one of 


ithe commonest causes of poor health 


in poultry. Poultrymen should cull 
their flocks, sell the birds which are 
marketable, and kill the sick ones. The 
remaining fowls should be adequat@ly 
fed and cared for. Most fowls in goed 
fiesh may safely be used for food, as 
there is slight danger of such poultry 
being diseased, or of transmitting any 
form of avian disease to human beings, 
says the expert. 
Cullis to Blame. 


Poultry producers are severely criti- 
cised for their careless, selfish system 
of culling flocks and marketing all of 
the culle regardless of their condition 


of health. Mr. Bittenbender advises 


farmers to cull their flocks and sell the 

birds that are marketable, but there's 

where too many farmers fall down. 
The present practice is to sell all of 


the culls as soon as they are sorted out 


from the desirable birds in the flock. 
Experts have always advised that the 
culls be marketed. County agricultura! 
agents and college poultry specialists 
who take part in culling demonstra- 
tions will do much to improve the 
marketing side of the poultry industry 
by emphasizing the necessity of selling 
only marketable birds. Sick, scrawny 
birds that are often found in the culls 
should be killed and buried on the farm 
and not allowed to get into the market 
channels to lower the price of other 
birds. 
Made into Fertilizer. 
Some idea of how many unmarket- 


able birds get into the market may be 
found by checking over the enormous 


| tonnage of fowls going to the fertilizer 
‘tank every year in Chicago. 


From 
§,000 to 6,000 pounds of dead, sick, or 
injured poultry are condemned by the 
city inspectors and sent from the city’s 
poultry markets to a fertilizer plant 
at the Union Stockyards every day. In 
a single year this amounts to approxi- 
mately 2,000,000 pounds of poultry, 
made into fertilizer. The farmer prob- 
ably stands most of this loss. It is 
an expensive way to get fertilizer. A 
much cheaper plan would be to kill the 
birds and bury them to avoid paying 
freight and a profit to the fertilizer 
maker. 

Chicago’s dead poultry tonnage is 
many times less than that of New 
York City. Less than 2,000 carloads 
of live poultry come to the Chicago 
market each year, while New York re 
ceives nearly 13,000 carloads. Losses 
on other poultry markets are, no doubt, 
fully as much as they are on the Chi- 
cago market. San Francisco bought 
342 cars of live poultry last year: Phil- 
adelphia, 1,092; Boston, 456.

A case was cited In which it was held 
that a business or trading trust came 
under the act, and it made no differ- 
ence whether it was a common law trust 
or partnership, and the court said: ° 

“We think there can be no ques- 
tion but that the contracts in ques- 
tion are subject to tbe act.” 

Another case was cited which held 
that: 

“Where the state has fixed the 
conditions under which a foreign cor- 
poration may transact business thore- 
in, and declared fit unlawful for such 
@ corporation to do business in the 
state, unless it has complied with 
the conditions prescribed by the act, 
a contract of the corporation is void 
and no action can be maintained by 
it thereon.” ‘ 

The court concluded as follows: 

“The contracts issued by appellant 
(the agsociation) being yao only 
tended to but did work a upon 
purchasers, and appellee (the secre- 
tary of state) in the exercise of his 
discretion under the administrative 
powers provided in the securities act, 
was fully warranted in cancelling the 
license of appellant. The judgment 
of the Circuit court of Sangamon 
county and the order of appeliece are, 
therefore, affirmed.”

 novets of Washington life there have been a-plenty since 
Pennsylvania avenue was paved, but I can recall only one, 
Harvey Fergusson’s “Capitol Hill,” of any value either as 
work of art or as social document. The badness of the others 
has not been due, in most cases, to the ignorance of their an- 
thors—thag is, to ignorance of the people and the scene. Certainly 
samuel G. Blythe knows Washington quite as well as the devil knows 
Paris; nevertheless, his tales of human existence there, when cast 
into the form of fiction, have all been dull. Why? Simply, I believe, 
because Blythe, like all of the other Washington novelists save Fer- 
gusson, has made the mistake of assuming that the essential conflict 
in Washington is between ideas. This is not true. The essential con- 
flict there, as‘in Summit, N. J., and Vladivostock, is between desires. 
In “ Gapitol Hill” there is no division of the dramatis personae 
between Democrats and Republicans, progressives and reaction- 
aries, materialists and idealists, patriots and traitors; the only divi- 
sion is between men and women who have something, and men and 
women who want it. In that simple fact lies nost of the book’s curi- 
ous reality. For the truth abont Washington is that it is not a town 
of politics, in the ordinary sense; it is, if anything, a town almost de- 
void of politics. The people in the industrial cities and out on the 
farms take political ideas seriously ; what they cherish in that depart- 
ment they refuse passionately to surrender. But so far as I know 
there are not a dozen men in Washington, high or low, who would 
not throw overboard, instantly and gladly, every political idea they 
are assumed to be devoted to, including especially every political 
idea that has helped them into public office, if throwing the outfit 
overboard would help them to highef, gaudier, and mofe lucrative 
office. I say high or low, and I mean it literally. There has not been 
a President of the United States for half a century who did not, at 
some time or other in his career, perform a complete volte face in ot 
der to further his career. There is scarcely a United States senator 
who does not flop at least three times within the limits of a single 


session. 
II. 
HE novelists who write about Washington are partly recruited 


from the ranks of the Washington newspaper correspondents, 
perhaps the most naive and unreflective body of literate men in 


dispatches of such correspondents, and take them seriously. The re- 
sult is a grossly distorted and absurd picture of life in the capital 
city. One carries off the notion that the essential Washington drama 
is based on a struggle between a powerful and corrupt senator and a 
sterling young uplifter. The senator is about to sell out the republic 
to the steel trust, J. P. Morgan, or the Japs. The uplifter detects 
him, exposes him, drives him from public life, and inherits his job. 
The love interest is supplied by a fair stenographer who steals the 
damning papers from the senator’s safe, or by an ambassador’s wife 


who goes to the White House at 3 a. m., and, at the peril of her virtue, 


arouses the President and tells him what is afoot. 
All this is poppycock. There are no senators in Washington 


powerful enough to carry on any such operations ee handed, and 
few of them are corrupt: it is far too easy to bamboozle them to go 


to the expense of buying them. The most formidable bribe that the 
average senator receives from year’s end to year’s end is a bottle or 
two of very dubious Scotch, and that is just as likely to come from the 
agent of the South Central Watermelon Grower’s association as from 
John D. Rockefeller or the Mikado of Japan. Nor are there any 
sterling young uplifters in the town. The last was chased out before 
the Mexican war. There are today only gentlemen looking for some- 
thing for themselves—publicity, eminence, puissance, jobs—-especial- 
ly jobs. Some take one line and some another. Further than that, 
the difference between them is no greater than the difference between 
a prohibition agent and a bootlegger, or tweedledum and tweedledee. 

Ideas count for nothing in Washington, whether they be political, 
economic, or moral. The question isn’t what a man thinks, but what 
he has to give away that is worth having. Ten years ago a profes- 
sional prohibitionist had no more standing in the town than a profes- 
sional astrologer, Assyriologist or wart remover; today, having 
proved that his gang can make or break congressmen, he gets all the 
deference that belongs to the chief justice. If William Z. Foster were 


would flock to the White House the day after, and try to catch his 
eye.

Certainly old Neptune is not going to be deprived 
of his printed matter, for there are hundreds of 
new volumes ready for his perusal. Gaily printed 
taffetas, satins, and velvets are all here awaiting his 
leisure hours. Also we find many simulations of 
silk in the appliqued patterns that enliven so many 
black backgrounds. Thus the model illustratei at 
the left may occur either in a vividly printed silk 
or in black satin or crepe, to which is appliqued 
cretonne designs. Incidentally, let me say that the 
skirts of the new bathing suits are often docile 
pupils of more formal attire. They are apt to have 
fullness only at the sides or in front, and sometimes 
they make use of the inverted plait down the front. 

Another point at'which they prove their suscepti- 
bility to good advice is in the constant appearance 
of the ensemble bathing suit. So often suits are 
accompanied by coat or cape made or else lined with 
their printed fabrics. The beach pajamas to which [ 
referred feelingly last week are a fragrant example 
of the way the ensemble is crowding the beach. 

, Thus the jaunty model shown at the right is mated 
with a seven-eighths coat of the printed crepe com- 
posing sleeves and trousers. 

As to the ensemble in general, it would require 
the dogged patience of a German scientist to un- 
earth all its various ramifications.

Difference in Fat Yield. 
' Pure fat ylelds 4,000 calories per 
‘pound. Pure starches and their cou- 
sins, or nieces—the sugars of com 
‘merce—yield from 1,600 to 1,809 calor- 
Jes per pound. The oils are pure fa's 
but butter contains a considerable per 
cent of water and so does fat pork, 
‘therefore, the number of calories in 
them is lessened to about 3,400 per 
pound or to only 3,600 calories. 
. Note, then, how much difference 
‘there is in the volume of a piece of fat 
iding, say, 100 calories, and a starch 
the same number. The vo'um=# 
of the starchy food is all the greater 
because when it is cooked a great 
dea] of water is cooked with it.

Starchy Modifications of F at. 


Pie crust and puff pastry are starchy 
modifications of fat, and do we ike 
them? Certainly we do, and these 
things wnen well made rank «alga 
among the delicacies. Pracucally ail 
the meat sauces—and even white sauce 
—are a starchy modification of fat wita 
a liquid which the starch thickens 
while it extends the fat and gives its 
ewn cooked agreeableness of flavor to 
the fat. 

A sauce made of just milk and but- 
ter would not be agreeable, because the 
butter would show as a melted layer 
on the milk, not blending with it. By 
thickening the milk with the flour 
and then adding butter, the butter en- 
tirely disappears from sight. The com- 
bination may be made in three differ- 
ent ways, but in any case the butter or 
whatever fat might be used disappears. 

The oils would be much more used 
in cookery if they combined better 
with starchy foods, or if better ways 
than any yet discovered were found 
for making them do this. To speak of 
starches modifying fats is to seem to 
put the cart before the horse, because 
the fats are so commonly used for 
flavoring. But if considered from the 
calorie standpoint, we can see how the 
fat in a white sauce can appropriately 


be said to modify the starch, because | 


from the calorie standpoint it is the 
larger thing. Fats are generally called 
supplements in cooking, but if we con- 
sider them from the calorie standpoint 
they are often the food that is sup- 
plemented, and in bread and butier 
the butter is as truly supplemented by 
the bread as the other way around. 
Amount of Fat Food a Day. 
Look at a quarter of pound of but- 
ter. That is the amount of fat food 
that an adult needs in winter; at any 
rate, it is estimated that an average 
man needs that, while a womah or 
child may take less, although today 


they are feeding fat to babies—in the/ 


shape of bacon—long before they are a 
year old and, of course, babies have al- 
Ways got some in milk, whole milk. 

A man has to like fats rather well to 
get four ounces a day, though he gets 
some in cream for his coffee and some 
when he eats the best meats, even 
though he discards the fat parts, as he 
would not if these were cooked to per 
fection. When there is no fat food in 
the diet, as in times of famine or when 
people sufier from fat starvation in 
war times, children are. stunted in 
growth, every one is likely to have eye 
troubles and others which are called 
deficiency diseases. 

Bacon Fat Modified by Rice. 

One-half cup of rice dry will yield 
400 calories. Cooked, it will yield the 
same number, unless cooked in water 
which is thrown away with a loss of 
up to one-third of the calories—I think 
this is the estimate. One-fourth of a 
cup of bacon fat or more could be 
used with this amount of rice, and if 
more we can certainly say the bacon

Figure 1 shows cardboard tubing, 3 inches inside diameter and 6 inches 
long. This is the initia] tube for winding the [XL Tribune Ranger coil 
according to the design of Dr. Piper. The lines indicate cuts 1% inches 
apart to be made on two sides of the tube, so that these two sections, 1% 
inches wide, may be removed. 

Figures 2 and 3 show two of the four segments of the tubing. 

Figure 4 shows the two 1% inch wide segments joined by hard rubber, 
bakelite, or cardboard tubes or strips. It is best to cement these to the 
cardboard tubing with collodion. Try to avoid use of screws. 

Figure 5 shows space wound primary of nine turns, with two other 
posts added for the purpose of uniting sides of cylinder as shown in Figure 6.

BERLIN, Jan. 10.— Despite the 
hearty codperation of radio fans in the 
Berlin sector to aid engineers in discov- 
ering fading causes, the experts state 
that they are mo nearer 4 ys 
knowledge of the causes. More tha 
40,000 letters have been received giv- 
ing data as to the time and duration 
of the fading effects. 

Numerous methods have been tried 
out in a hope of finding that the fading 

‘occurs in certain sectors, but the data 
on hand repudiate that theory. Send- 
ers also cannot be blamed since nu- 
merous sets are broadcasting continu- 
ally without fading breaks. 

Experts believe the fading effects 
are largely due to crystal sensitiveness 
and shifting caused by slight jarring 
which is not perceptible to the human 
sense. The fact that tube sets report 
a greater percentage of undisturbed 
reception leads to this belief.

HERE is an exhibition of paint- 
ings by contemporary Japanese 
artists, arranged under the aus- 
pices of the Pacific Art associa- 

tion, in one of the rooms of the east 
wing gallery of the Art institute. It 
is rather amusing to come upon it after 
the fresh, vigorous painting of Ufer, 
who fills his preceding gallery with 
the breath expanding ozone of our 
great southwest. The differences be- 
_tween New Mexico and Japan are 
bridged by no likenesses whatever. In 
architecture, vegetation, soil, moun- 
tains, people, the two are continents 
apart. For which it is amusing to 
siand at the door of Japan, or of Taos, 
and enjoy the other as illustrated on 
the walls of their respective rooms at 
the institute. 


The Japanese art finds no kinship 
with the paintings by Leon Kroll.

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THE OUTLINE OF SCIENCE 
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THE NEW PSYCHOLOGY. 


T ts something of a paradox that 
the most difficuh t:ing the mind 
finds to master is the mind itself. 
In .recent years science has ap- 
plied itself to the problem with a new 
keenness; much attention has been 
given to the special study of the mind 
of the child, and valuable results have 
been obtained from the study of animal 
behavior. In particular there have 
been many investigators at work on 
what has become known as the new 
psychology. which concerns itseif large- 
ly with abnormal mental phenomena 
and. subconscious operations — that 
waat of mental activity which lies be- 
yond the region of norma] consciocus- 
—a 
Practically all the recent work in 


_ psychology has gone to show that there 


are elements in our minds of which 
we are unconscious, and that thede 
elements often take a greater share in 
shaping our behavior than do the ele- 
ments of which we are directly aware. 


The conception of the human mind 


has, in fact, undergone a profound 
change; it is revealed as a larger and 
more complicated affair than we had 


"supposed, and we now s:e that what 


we had taken to be the mind, is, in 
reality, a superficial although very 
valuable part of man’s total mind 
It is not the province of psychology 

to explain what mind is; that belongs 
to the region of philosophy. Still, 
the great problem which holds an in. 
terest for us is concerned. with the 
relation that exists between mind and 
body. Is mind independent and dis- 
tinct from the body, or is it merely 
“an activity of the brain cells, a prod- 
uct of nerve stimulation ”’? 

| * 

Mind and Matter. 


Men have argued endlessly on the 
relation of mind and matter. To die- 
cuss, even briefly, the various theories 


—and there aré many—would take a 
volume. 

What the precise connection be- 
tween mind and body is, no one, as 
yet, has been able to say with any 
degree of certainty. On the mechanis- 
tic view, as it may be called, the mind 
is a direct product of the brain, and 
has no separate independent existence. 
Every act of intelligence, every men- 
tal activity, is due to a piyaiological 
mechanism. Every thought is the re- 
sult of chemical or mechanical! changes 
in the brain; an “idea” ts but an ex- 
plosion or discharge of the brain cell, 
an emotion is an activity of the brain 
bursting into flame; every feeling of 
love, ,» Or fear can be ex- 
plained as due to purely physical 
changes which produce the vapor of 
thought, or the aroma of virtue.

) body is, on this view, frequent- 

to be one of parallelism: the 

series, mental and physical, are 
independent of each other, each runs 
its own course, “as two railway trains 
running side by side vn a double track, 
or two rays of light prujected toward

A third view is Animism, the soul 
theory, the belief that there is an indi- 
vidual mind in each living animal body;

life processes are both mental and 
physical; that the directing force in 
evolution is to be found in the minds

Mental Processes. 
Psychology is the science of the 
mind, or more strictly, let us say, it is

in consciousness, it would be true to 
say that the brain is the seat of con- 
sciousness. But that does not pro 
vide a solution of the problem of the 
origin of consciousness. 


No one doubts that consciousness has 
a material substratum, but the prob- 
lem of the relation between the mental 
state and the molecular movements on 
nervous matter its as far from solution 
as in the days when little was known 
of the physiology of the nervous sys- 
tem. The old fashioned method was to 
assign to the mind certain so-called 
faculties ~—- perception, conception, 
imagination, reason, will—to explain 
the operations which they denote. The 
mind has not its will here, its consci- 
ence there, and its reason somewhere 
else; it reasons, wills, and is consci- 
entious as a whole. Thought, feeling 
and will do not lie side by side, as it 
were, like stones in a mosaic, any of 
which could be removed without de- 
stroying the rest; they rather resemble 
the functions of the body, none of 
which are possible without the co- 
operation of all the others.* 

Another way to describe mental ac- 
tivity was to regard every idea as 
capable of existing in two conditions, 
or forms; on the one hand, it mizght 
be a conscious idea, gr exist in con- 
sciousness; consciousness being spoken 
of as an illuminated chamber into 
which ideas enter in turn, to be lit up 
and active for a short period; and on 
the other hand, it might exist as an 
unconscious idea in the memory, a 
sort of Hades or dim underworld to 
which each idea, or its ghost, returns 
after its brief exposure to the light of 
consciousness; there to await and to 
seize any opportunity of emerging 
again into light and life. Within this 
underworld ideas remain finked to- 
gether in complex groupings. The 
whole assembly of ideas, thus linked in 
the obscurity of memory, constftutes 
the structure of the mind; and mental 
activity consists in each idea dragging 
up after it into the light whatever 
ideas are linked or associated with it.t 

When we come to the mind proper 
we may, using a purely pictorial an- 
alogy, regard it as consisting of three 
layers. The top layer we may call the 
region of the conscious life. It is, as 
it were, a vividly illuminated region, 
where everything that goes on is clear- 
ly seen. It is to this region that we 
normally refer when we seek the ex- 
planation of our conduct, and, as we 
shall see, the explanations we obtain 
in that way are often wrong. A little 
below this clear region is a semi- 
conscious region, a region which 
can become accessible to us by 
effort. It is in this region, for 
instance, that the information 
which is not present to our minds, 
but which we can remember, may be 
considered to be stcred. Semetimes 
the contents of this region can be ex- 
humed only by considerable effert, 
sometimes a slight stimulus is suffi- 
cient. Beneath this layer, again, lies 
the region of the unconscious, and this 
region is, normally, quite inaccessible 
to our conscious mind. The description 
we have given is, of course, figurative, 
since we cannot suppose that the 
mind occupies space. But this division 
into layers is helpful in enabling us 
to understand the modern theories of 
the mind. The unconscious is the seat 
ef the mental elements associated with 
the great primary instincts, and it is 

sat source of psychic ene-:gy. 
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Of the activities going on 1n it we have 
no direct knowledge; we can infer 
something, however, as we shall see! 
later, from observation, and more espe- | 
cially, according to some authorities, | 
from dreams.

Importance of Complexes. 


Mental phenomcna never occur 
singly, but :Iways in some complex 
combination or another. It will help 


us in understanding the nature of ‘he 


kind—associations of ideas, as it were 
—are called compiexes. We may think, 
if we like, of ideas forming groups, 
and the whole of the contents of the 
mind as made up of groups of ideas— 
complexes. Further, complexes vary 
enormously in the emotional energy 
associated with them. Besides the 
great number of minor complexes 
brought about by a man’s education, 
the nature of his work, and so on, t’ ere 
are so-called universal complexes. 
These are the complexes which center 
round the three great primary in- 
stincts, or groups of instincts, and they 
are known as the sex complex, the ego 
complex, and the herd complex. 

Complexes which directly center 
round a great primary instinct suck as 
sex are associated with a great fund 
of emotional energy. The actual men- 
tal elements present in the sex vom: 
plex of any particular man, besides 
depending on inherited characteristics, 
depegd also on his personal history. 
The"ego complex, associated with the 
primary instincts of nutrition and <elf- 
preservation, has most of its elements 
beneath the conscious level; and the 
same may be said of the herd complex, 
which depends upon the gregaricus 
instinct in man, and which jlays an 
enormously {mportant part in his life, 
as we shall see. 

Amongst the three great universal 
complexes the ego complex is the 
oldest and most profound. This is the 
complex with which is associuted 
man’s recognition of “ his self.” This 
powerful complex may give rise to all 
sorts of unpleasant manifestations, to 


various exhibitions of greed and of the 
desire of self-aggrandisement; but it 
also gives rise to some of the most 
beneficent of man’s activ.ties., 


‘Amongst these we may mention the 


desire for construction, for the making 
of something which is a persenal 
achievement, whether it be a house, a 
poem, or a system of philosophy. The 
desire to construct has certainly been 
one of the most potent factors in hu- 
man advancement.

The Herd Complex. 


The second great universal complex

fact that man is 
gregarious. W® do nut know at 
what point in man’s development 
he first developed the gregarious in- 
stinct. It must have been quite early, 
however, that man began to live in 
association with his fellows. The ad- 
vantages bestowed by gregariousness 
are obvious. But the instinct of gregarj- 
ousness brings With it certain conse- 
quences which are of the utmost impor- 
tance in the psychic life of man This 
instinct brings with it great suggesti- 
bility. The individual, as a member of 
the herd, must be very suggestibie to 
impulses coming from the herd, in 
order to act in harmony with 
it. He must be able to yield 
unquestioning obedience to the voice 
of the herd. In the case of man 
his rationaP faculty, combined with his 
suggestibility as a gregarious animal, 
leads to the most diversified manifes- 
tations. The great bulk of man’s 
opinions are in reality strictly non- 
rational, and are products purely of 
herd-suggestion; but that does not pre- 
vent him rationalizing them. Many 
of them he does not trouble to ration- 
alize. They appear to him “ obvious” 
—as obvious as that good food is de- 
sirable; they come with instinctive 
force.

The great drawback to this type is; 
its insensitiveness to experience: it is | 
incapable of surveying any question 
from an entirely fresh starzpoint. In- 
deed, it is apt to regard the searching 


things, such as a code of moralities | 
or a system of politics, as either fool- 
ish or wicked or both. Great changes | 
in current practice and ideas, however | 
desirable such changes may be, can- 
not be effected by the class of people— 
and it predominates in numbers— 
which has the strong prevailing gre- 
garious instinct—in other words, in 
which the herd-complex is strongly 
engrained. 

The unstable type has qualities a!- 
most exactly opposite to those of the 
stable type. Thus, a man of this type 
has few settled convictions, although 
he may have plenty of enthusiasms. 
He can easily be won to a new cause, 
and he as easily falls away therefrom. 
He may undertake a number of pro- 
jects, but it is unlikely he will persist 
with any one of them long enough 
to carry it te a successful conclusion. 
He has what is called a weak will, and 
he can by no means accept the ruling

Conflicts. 

The fact that different complexes 
may be incompatible with one another 
leads us to the important question of 
conflict. A perféctly heaJthy mind is 
a mind which has established com- 
plete harmony between its dif- 
ferent complexes. But the perfectly 
healthy mind, in this sense, is rare; we 
usually find that severa] of a man’s 
complexes are incompatible with one 


another, and on those occasions when 
more than one are aroused there is 
conflict between them. Thus it may 
often happen that a man’s selfish de- 
sires, those springing perhaps from 
his ego complex or his sex complex, 
conflict with the moral code of the 
community, a code which has great 
weight with him because it is associ- 
ated with his herd complex. Such 
conflicts are favorite themes for no ‘el- 
ists: the father torn between patriot- 
ism and his love for his son; the in- 
tending monk torn between his relig- 
ion and his love of his family; the man 
torn between an illicit love passion and 
his -.ens of m ality. Conflict plays 
a prominent part in the psychic life of 
most people, and it leads to very im- 
portant «2nsequences. For the conflict 
must be settled, and there are two im- 
portant ways of settling it. There is 
the method of rationalisation. One of 
the conflicting complexes is allowed to 
triumph, but not consciously. Reasons 
are invented fir the resultant action 
which have nothing to do with its 
psychic causes, but which prevent the 
man from feeling “ashamed” as we 
say. Thus a primitive brutal desire for 
revenge may L. isguised as justice. 
An exhib‘tion of ruthless greed—ag in 
some unscrupulous business deal, for 
instance—will te explained by point- 
ing out that it is for the good of the 
community that its most efficient citi- 
zens should come to the top, and go 
with other conflicts.

A 
man decides completely to ignore one 
of the conflic: . complexes—he puts 
it out of his mind. But, as Freud has 
shown, the ignored complex is not 
thereby destroyed. It is repressed into 
t. s unconscious, but it is still energetic 
and may manifest its existence in a 
number of ways, ranging from certain 
phenomena of forgetfulness down to 
hysteria and insanity. It may happen 

for instance, that the repressed com- 
plex leads to a certain kind of forget- 
fulness, a forgetfulness of those things 
with which it is associ-ted. A man 
may forget an appointment from which 
he anticinated something unpleasant 


he may foget the existence of unpaid 
bills. Such cases are cases of active 
forgetting, and are to be distinguished 
irom cases of passive forgetting, where 
it made little impression on the mind 
A slip in spéaking or writing may 
sometimes testify to a repressed com- 
plex; the subst .ted word correspond. 
ing to a wish, but a repressed wish, of 
the speaker or writer, as when the 
president of the Austrian lowér house 
announced that the sitting was closed 
when he should have said it was 
opened, the rea . being that he pri- 
vately expected no good from the sit- 
ting and would have liked it closed.
